A Historical Overview 



Brother to Brother was founded September 17, 1998 on the campus of Livingstone 
College by Rev. T. Anthony Spearman and Dana L. Merck. It was founded to address and 
bridge the communication gap between males on the Livingstone College campus. The 
original idea of Brother to Brother was for males to meet every Thursday and discuss 
problems and issues that pertained towards them and their community. The sessions were 
often involved and intense, sometimes stretching into the late hours of the night, but the 
long lulls in between each meeting often extinguished that fire. The numbers were small 
and inconsistent, which ultimately rendered the organization stagnant. Finally, in the 
spring of 1999, a charge was sent to Dana Merck by Rev. Spearman to take the 
organization as his baby and mold it into what it should be. From the charge, adjustments 
in the program were made, the twice a month meetings became weekly meetings and the 
retention began to grow and become more consistent. 

Three years later, the small group snowballed into a thriving organization with over 85 
members directly involved with the program. Through each participant's input and 
dedication, Brother to Brother expanded to include a wide range of programs a a vision to 
significantly impact the community. In its four years of existence, Brother to Brother has 
changed the lives of countless males and changed the perception of countless women about 
males. In June 2002, the following dedicated core members sat down and developed a 
plan: Dana Merck, Timothy Ware, Langston Welch, Mark Williams, Timothy Fonville, 
Patrick Cherisier, Terrance Merck, Miguel Reynoso, Tyrone Champion, Kareem Puranda 
and Anthony Morris. The plan was to incorporate into a non-profit organization that 
would greatly impact the community on local, state, and federal levels. This organization is 
the beginning of what will be known as "Share The Vision." It will incorporate five (5) 
major programs: (1) Brother to Brother, (2) Sister to Sister, (3) Y2Nu Technology, (4) 
Interlink, and (5) A Brand New Day. These will be the vehicles by which Rev. T. Anthony 
Spearman and Dana Merck's idea of Brother to Brother will share its vision with the 
world.

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The Black Greek-letter movement commenced in 1906 
on a predominantly White college campus so that Black 
students could have a meaningful cultural interaction 
and work together to render service to improve the 
conditions in their local communities. Over a 16 year 
period (1906-1922), the eight affiliate NPHC 
organizations were formed. Each of these organizations 
evolved during a period when Blacks were being denied 
essential rights and services granted to others. These 
organizations were destined to foster a growth of 
brotherhood and sisterhood, and to serve as conduits by 
which action plans could be formulated and 
coordinated to address the problems of racism and 
sexism. 

In 1930, it was reevaluated that there was a need to 
form an umbrella organization that would provide 
coordination of philosophies and activities. This 
umbrella group became known as the National Pan- 
Hellenic Council, formally organized in May 1930 at 
Howard University in Washington, DC. The charter 
members of the NPHC were: Kappa Alpha Psi & 
Omega Psi Phi Fraternities; Alpha Kappa Alpha, Delta 
Sigma Theta, & Zeta Phi Beta Sororities. In 1931, 
Alpha Phi Alpha & Phi Beta Sigma Fraternities joined 
and in 1937, Sigma Gamma Rho Sorority completed the 
list of the 8 organizations comprising the NPHC. In 
early 1937, under the laws of the State of Illinois, the 
organization became known as the National Pan- 
Hellenic Council, Incorporated.
